To the electors of Alberta. 
GENTLEMEN.—As the nominee of the con- 
yention of Alberta liberals which was held 
recently at Calgary,and having been assured 
of a strong snpport by the patrons of indus- 
try in Northern Alberta, as well as at the 
solicitation of a large number of independ- 
ent conservatives inthis part of the country, 
1 have the honor to offer myself as a candi- 
date for the representation of Alberta in 
the Commons at the approaching general 
election. The stand which I take with the 
fall knowledge and consent of those who 
| have tendered me their support is that of an 
| independent as to party, but not as to 


zations and individuals tendering me their 
support have done so with the wish and ex- 
pectation that I would and will so far as lies 
jn my power support the policy of a tariff 
for revenue as against the policy of a tariff 
for protection, which is the declared policy 
of the present government; on the ground 
that the protective policy discriminates un- 
justly against the western producer in favor 
of the eastern manufacturer. 

Although holding strongly with the 
liberal party and also the patron organiza- 
tion on this point, I have not bound myself 
to either of these because I believe that the 
first duty of the single representative of so 
great a country holding such great possibil- 
ities as this district of Alberta should be to 
use his every energy for the further develop- 
ment of this country and the realization of 
these possibilties; as he can not if he is to 
be subject to restraint by the exigencies of 
anv party. This constituency, has had 
party representation during the past eight 
years,—has been represented by a member 
of the party in power then and now. If 
the results have been satisfactory, that 
principle should be continued. If not it 
Should be changed. It is because I believe 
that this system & party representation has 
been gravely injurious to this district that 
I have consented to make the personal 
sacrifice involved in my candidature, and 
because, so far as 1 knew, no other person 
was likely to come forward to advocate 
these or like views. 

In a region so vast and varied as Alberta 
it would be ——— for any man at any 
time to define all the points of policy that 
would affect each locality, therefore I do 
not attempt to do so here. I hope from 
time to time, however, in the course of the 
contest, to have the opportunity to discuss 
fully with the electors at most of the 
pricipal centres of population, all matters 
that may come up for discussion, in what- 
ever shape they may appear. That such a 
vast region, having such a large population 
and such important interests should be 
accorded only one representative is as plain 
a case of injustice as is required to show the 
glaring failure of party representation to 
secure the people in even their simplest 
rights. The matter of railway extension 
and railway rates particularly in the north 
and the question of irrigation in the south 
seem to be the great questions affecting the 
interests of the district with which parlia- 
ment will from time to time have to deal. 
I need not point out that while these are 
vital questions to Alberta,they are not party 
questions at all, and it is allthe more neces- 
sary that your representative should be in a 
position to advocate your interests in regard 
to them in parliament without party 
hindrance even if he has to do it without 
party support. 

Speaking generally I may say that I will 
support a policy of development for Alberta 
and while I will not bind myself to ask for 
favors for any section or interest I will bind 
myself to do all in my power to see that each 
section and every interest receives fair and 
equal treatment. 

In conclusion I wil! say that although I 
have no personal interest to serve or am- 
bition to gratify by entering upon this con- 
test, yet having entered upon it in good 
faith i shall do all I can to win, and ask for 
the active assistance of every man who 
believes that the success of the principles 
which I have béen selected to advocate 
would be in the interest of this constituency 
and of the country.

During the past eight years samples of 
those varieties of grain which have succeed- 
ed best on the Experimental Farms have 
been distributed on application in 3-ib. 

to farmers in all parts of the Dominion 
free through the mail. The object in view 
in this distribution has been to improve the 
quality and character of the important 
agricultural produets throughout the coun- 
try. This work has met with much appre 
ciation and a considerable degree of success. 

Last year I was instructed by the Honor- 
able the Minister of Agriculture to for- 
ward, as far as practicable, two samples to 
each applicant, but the applications receiv- 
ed were so numerous that on this basis of 
distribution all the available stock had been 

| promised by the middle of February, and 
| all later applicants could not be supplied. 

This year my instructions are to send one 
sample only to each applicant, with the hope 
that with this limitation every farmer in 
the Dominion who so desires may share in 
the benefite of this useful branch of the 
work of the experimental farms. 


The distribution now in progress consists 
of some of the most promising sorts of oats, 
barley, spring wheat, pease, field corn and 
potatoes. Already more than 7,000 appli- 
cations have been filled. All farmers desir- 
ing to participate in this distribution should 
send in their applications early, and state 
which of the ve named samples they 
would prefer, and their wishes will be met 
as far as practicable, until the available 
stock is exhausted. The grain can be sent 
early, but the potatoes will not be distri- 
buted until the danger of being injured in 
transit by frost is over. Letters addressed 
to the Central Experimental Farm may be 
sent free of postage.
